I is agreed between the COMMITTEE of the KENNET and AVON CANAL 
and GEORGE EDWARD ALLEN, Eſq. that a Clauſe ſhall be inſerted in the Bill 
ſtipulating, that if the preſent LIxE at BATEH-Haur rox ſhall be carried into Execution, it 
ſhall be referred to Mr. WOODCOCK to allow Mr. ALLEN ſuch Sum of Money as he 
Mr. WOODCOCK ſhall think ſufficient Compenſation to the ſaid GEORGE EDWARD 
ALLEN, his HEIRS or ASSIGNS, for and in lieu of his Batu HAur rox HousE? | + ; 
and the CanbExs and Orx1ces thereto, but ſo as not to oblige the ſaid GEORGE 
EDWARD ALLEN to take down or deftroy his ſaid Hovse, or the GaxDexs, or OrriCEs 
thereto belonging, but that the ſame ſhall remain his Property excluſive of and over and above 
the Compenſation to be ſo made to him as aforeſaid, he the ſaid GEORGE EDWARD 
ALLEN allowing or reducting out of ſuch Compenſation, ſuch Sum of Money as the MaTE- 

| RIALS Of the ſaid Hovss and Orriers ſhall be Worth, if the ſaid Hovsz and Orrices 
ſhall be actually taken down, or ſuch Sum of Money as the ſaid Mr. WOODCOCK ſhall 
eſtimate the ſaid Hovsz and Orrices to be Worth as a Farm Houſe, if the ſame ſhall be left 
ſtanding, But if the Company can either by Act of Parliament obtain Power, or can obtain 
Conſent without it, which Conſent the ſaid GEORGE EDWARD ALLEN agrees to give 
as far as concerns his Rights and Intereſts, and to uſe his beſt Endeavours to obtain the Conſent 
of his Tenants thereto, they ſhall carry the Towing Path acroſs the River from the Middle 
of ALDERBED Mead, into the Grouxp belonging to WILLIAM MILSOM, cloſe to the 
Corner of Mr, CLARK's Map, and the Towing Path ſhall then go on the Baru EasToN 
SIDE of the River, till it comes oppoſite to the North-Eaſt or upper End of Bxoad Mceap 
where it ſhall recroſs into Baru-HaAMTTOx „at the Place to be ſtaked out by Mr. ALLEN. 
1 hat the PROPRIETORS ſhall there build a Carriage Bridge, and make proper Roads where 
Mr. WOODCOCK fhall appoint, and Mr, WOODCOCK ſhall allow for all Mr. ALLEN's

XX, Provided alſo, and be it further wits. That the ſaid Company of Proprietors ſhall, 
and they are hereby authoriſed and required to vary the Line or Courſe of the ſaid Canal, 
laid down in the ſaid Map or Plan, through the Lands or Grounds of George Edward Allen, 
Eſquire, and to carry the ſaid Canal from the Line at preſent laid down in the ſaid Map or 
Plan, into the Meadow called Broad Mead, belonging to the ſaid George Edward Allen, at 
or near the Eaſt Corner of the ſame Meadow, and along by the North Hedge or Boundary 
thereof and from thence acroſs the River Avon into the Pariſh of Bath Eaſton, on the North 
and Weſt Sides of Bath Eaſton Mill, through the Lands belonging to the Reverend 
Davis and James Biſhop, until it ſhall come between Bath Eaſton Mill and the Ferry, and 
there fall into the ſaid Rivet; and alſo to carry or make the Towing Path along the Bath 
Eaſton Side of the ſaid River, from the Place where the ſaid Canal ſhall be brought into the 
ſame, as far as the North-eaſt Corner of a Mead belonging to William Clark Eſquire, and 


from thence acroſs the ſaid River to a Mead called Alderbed Mead, belonging to the ſaid 


George Edward Allen ; and that the ſaid Company of Proprietors ſhall; at their own Expence, 
erect and make, and for ever afterwards maintain and keep in good Repair, for the Conve- 
nience and Accommodation of the ſaid George Edward Allen, his Heirs or Aſſigns, a proper 
Carriage Bridge acroſs the ſaid River, at or near the Place where the Canal ſhall be carried 
acroſs the ſame, of ſuch Sructure and Dimenſions, and with ſuch proper and ſufficient Ways 
and Roads to and from the ſame, as Elbro Woodcock, of Lincoln's Inn, in the County of 
Middleſex, Eſquire, ſhall, by any Inftrument in Writing under his Hand and Seal, award 
and direct, or, in caſe of his Death, without making ſuch Award, by the Award of ſuch 
other Perſon as ſhall be agreed upon between the ſaid Company of Proprietors and the ſaid 


George Edward Allen, his Heirs or Aſſigns, and if they cannot agree reſpecting the ſame, | 


then as the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall dire& and appoint. 


XXI. Provided alſo, and be it further enacted, That the ſaid Company of Proprietors 
ſhall make ſuch Compenſation for the Land or Ground of the ſaid George Edward Allen, 
which ſhall be taken and uſed by the ſaid Company for the Purpoſes of the ſaid Navigation, 
and alſo ſuch Compenſation for all Damages to be done by them to the ſaid George Edward 
Allen, his Heirs or Aſſigns, or his or their Tenant or Tenants, in carrying the powers given 
by this act into Execution, as the ſaid E/bro IWoodcack ſhall from Time to Time award and di- 
rect, ſo that ſuch award be from Time to Time made in W riting under his Hand and Seal, 
and be delivered to the principal Clerk to the ſaid Company of Proprietors within One Calen- 
dar Month next after ſuch Land or Ground ſhall be ſet out and aſcertained by the ſaid Com-
